Enquiries of Consular Officers. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade desire 
to point out to British manufacturers and merchants who may wish 
to obtain information in regard to trade matters, including the names 
of importers and of possible agents, in foreign countries, that it is 
desirable that application should first be made to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., before 
communications are addressed to H.M. Consular officers abroad. By 
the adoption of this course much delay would be avoided by the 
enquirer in those cases in which the Intelligence Branch is already in 
possession of the required information. 

Particular attention is drawn to the advisability, when communi- 
cating with British Consular officers, of addressing such officers by 
their official designations, and not by their names, in order to avoid 
possible delay. The adoption of the latter course is liable to involve 
considerable inconvenience and delay to enquirers, owing to possible 
changes in the Consular staff. 





NOTICE—CONCESSIONS IN POLAND. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) on the trade of Poland and Grodno in

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TRADE AND INDUSTRY OF SIBERIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Chemnitz (Mr. F. H. Felkin) has 
furnished a summary of a lecture on the economic importance of 
the Russian Empire, given at a meeting of the ‘‘ Deutsch-Russischer 
Verein” in Berlin by the Commercial Expert to the German 
Consulate-General in &t. Petersburg, from which the following is 
extracted :— 


The population of Siberia, now eleven millions, increases at the 
rate of half a million per annum. Siberia contains two contiguous 
districts capable of being civilized, each as large as Prussia, viz., the 
plain in the Government of Tobolsk, east of the Urals, and north of 
the Trans-Siberian railway, and the steppe in the Government of 
Tomsk, south of the railway, to the Altai mountains. These two 
districts have the densest population of any in Siberia, raise the most 
grain, produce the most butter, and use the most agricultural and 
other machinery. The mountain districts of Middle Siberia only 
have a few cultivable valleys along the rivers, and there is still less 
useful land east of Lake Baikal. Mention should be made of the 
valley of the Selenga, the steppe between Seja and Bureya, and the 
neighbourhood of Vladivostock. Mineral wealth is the compensation 
of the middle and eastern portions of Siberia. 

In spite of the large area there is comparatively little variety of 
climate. The annual average of the temperature for all Siberia is 
32° Fahr., compared with 394° for St. Petersburg. The hot summer 
enables crops to ripen very rapidly, but failures are frequent, and 
sometimes the crops are cut in the first snow fall. 

It is of importance to note the differences in the form of Government 
of the twelve Siberian provinces. ‘The chief Governments, such as 
Tobolsk and Tomsk, are administered directly from St. Petersburg, 
while the Kirgis steppe and the boundary districts of the east are 
administered by Governors General. In the latter the economic 
activity of foreigners is subjected to difficulties: for instance, the 
inability to acquire land on the boundaries, the requirement of special 
permits to work mines, &Xc. 

Formerly free trade prevailed east of Lake Baikal, but now imports 
into the Pri-Amur Government have been made subject to the Russian 
tariff (see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 6th January, 1910, p. 29), 
except as regards machinery, tools, chemicals, medicines, and various 
other goods. Goods in transit to Manchuria pass free of duty through 
the eastern ports of Russia, but they cannot pass by the western 
frontier and the railway to Manchuria and Mongolia. 

In no country was a railway destined to work such, changes as in 
Siberia, although it runs exactly on the old trading route. The huge 
difficulties incident to travel and transportation in pre-railway times 
had developed a condition where all trading was transacted once a 
year, while roads and rivers were passable, at markets or fairs, and 
merchandise was hauled, in as many months as it now takes days, 
to its ultimate destination. Trading instincts naturally developed in 
a speculative direction, and monopoly was the ideal of the Siberian 
trader. Prices were subject to rapid and great variation. 

Trade on the Pacific coast differs from that in the interior and 
should continue to be done through Vladivostock and Nicolaievsk. 
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Trade and Industry of Siberia. 





The old conditions have been emphasized, as they underlie the possi- 
bility of doing trade in the future. The mistake of not allowing 
sufficiently for the peculiar trading features thus evolved often 
results in failure. Local agents, familiar with the necessities of the 
situation and deserving confidence, are required to enforce western 
business methods, instead of being left to adapt negotiations to local 
ways. 

Post-offices, telegraphs, telephones and banks are established in all 
important Siberian places, and money can be drawn against letters of 
credit at the Banque de Commerce de Siberie, the Russian Bank for 
Foreign Trade, or, east of Lake Baikal, the Russo-Chinese Bank, these 
having branches all over Siberia. Commission houses for the purchase 
of butter, furs, farm produce and cattle are usually accredited with one 
of these banks. The short banking hours and the large number of 
holidays restrict time to such an extent that hasty purchases and 
insufficient examination of merchandise, especially in the case of butter, 
are frequent. 

The chief business of the banks consists in discounting of bills, and 
making advances on goods. Discount averages ten per cent, 
Personal and industrial credits are not given systematically, but at 
times to an undue amount, as the training of branch managers is 
frequently insufficient. But in this respect things are improving. 

One of the main difficulties in trading with Siberia is the matter of 
payments. In purchasing most products, big advances have often to 
be made a year in advance; while in selling goods long credits must 
be given, running, in the case of agricultural machinery, up to two 
years. Reporting on credit is still rudimentary, and it is hard to 
obtain insight into the real standing of people in a land where even 
large concerns often have no proper book-keeping. In spite of this, 
however, local agents do not make heavy losses. 

From all this it will be clear that a capable local agent is a sine 
gua non. It is well for a member of the firm to visit the country once 
in a way, a knowledge of Russian not being: imperative; but nego- 
tiations must be left to the agent. 

From the Russian western frontier, railway carriage often takes 
three months. An exception to this is butter, which is forwarded in 
separate trains of cold-storage cars, running once or twice a day 
during the season, and reaching the Baltic ports in about ten days. 
Freight rates for transport otherwise than by the railway, even on 
rivers, vary greatly, and must be ascertained from case to case. 

The fur trade, the oldest in Siberia, while undiminished, has lost 
its relative importance. The fair at Irbit (see “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 22nd June, 1911, p. 638-9) remains the most important 
for furs from west and central Siberia; from the east some furs go 
direct to Moscow, others by the Pacific coast to England and America. 
The most important furs at the Irbit fair are sable, squirrel, marmot, 
marten, and varieties of fox, while in the east sable and seal predomi- 
nate. ‘The annual Siberian output is estimated at 25,000 sable, 
5,000,000 squirrel, and 10,000 seal skins, and the total value of the 
export at £1,000,000 annually. 
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Trade and Industry of Siberia, 





Mining has been carried on in Siberia since 1750, but only acquired 
importance after the discovery of gold in 1840. The Siberian mines, 
not including those of the Ural, have an annual output of 30,000 
kilograms of gold, valued at about £2,500,000. The gold-mining 
industry deserves especial attention at the present time. The sands 
are all washed, but there remain unestimated veins of deeper deposits, 
which require modern technical means to be raised, and the railway 
renders them accessible. 

It was not until the railway came that the true source of wealth 
in Siberia was discovered to lie, not in gold, but in agricultural 
produce and cattle. Butter exports to-day are valued at £4,000,000 
annually, and that at an outlay of little capital; the whole two or 
three thousand Siberian farms only represent a capital value of some 
£1,600,000. Fifty thousand tons of butter go annually to European 
Russia, Germany, England and Denmark. Any material extension 
of exports could only be brought about by more railways. At present 
the production is confined to a strip of 200-250 miles along the 
railway from the Urals to the Obi, and thence up to the Altai 
mountains. 

Other less important farm products are meat, horse and cow hides, 
sheep and goat skins, sheep and camel wool, horse hair, pigs’ bristles, 
gut, fat, feathers, &c. Meat is exported to St. Petersburg and 
Moscow, and attempts have been made to introduce it into England 
and Germany. Siberian cattle and sheep have a large amount of 
bone. The best prospects seem to be in the case of pork. The 
meat of 200,000 head of cattle is exported annually. 

In the east Kiakhta, in the west Biisk, Semipalatinsk, and 
Petropavlovsk are main centres for accumulating raw goods, as they 
lie on the caravan routes. In July there are big collections at 
Tiumen. 

Siberian exports, including deliveries from Mongolia, comprise 
annually three million sheep skins, one million goat skins, half a 
million each of calf, cattle and horse hides, and 10,000 tons of sheep’s 
wool. 

The wool of the Kirgis and Buriat sheep is of short staple and 
coarse, the Mongolian being the superior, at least that which comes 
by way of Biisk. The quality throughout is being gradually improved, 
and as some fine breeding is being done by men from the Crimea and 
the Caucasus, it may become important. Foreign buyers of wool, 
skins and hides visit the fair at Tiumen, where permanent connection 
is maintained with commission agents at Petropavlovsk and Semi- 
palatinsk. 

An export trade is being started in game and poultry, and 
one or two hundred car loads of eggs have been exported aunually. 
Exports in cattle products. excluding butter, may safely be placed at 
about £2,000,000 annually. Prices have doubled and trebled of 
recent years. Wax and honey may assume importance some day as 
export products. 

As regards grain, about three million tons are produced in a good 
year, including oats. An extension of grain exportation would 
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ane on reliable se freights. The northern sea route by the 


mouth of the Obi has often been considered, but the shallowness of 


the waters of the Obi and the difficulties of the Kara Sea have to be 
taken intoaccount. A railway from the Obi to Archangel or to a point 
near the mouth of the Petchora would reduce freights (see ‘“‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 24th August, p. 381). 

Attempts at the exportation of timber have failed, but they might 
succeed, if favourable prices obtained in the world’s markets ; probably 
better success would attend if worked up articles were tried instead 
merely of boards and beams. 


Fishery products amount to 20,000 tons annually on the Obi, and 
50,000 on the Amur; recently Kamchatka has also become impor- 
tant. The products of the Obi go to European Russia, and those of 
the Amur to Japan. The exports consist of dried fish and caviar. 
The salmon industry on the Amur is yet in its infancy. 

Next to the butter industry, grain mills are the most important. 
Of these there are 30, with an annual output of 10,000 tons or more. 
Next come saw mills, of which there are about 100, for the production 
of wooden houses, railway sleepers, and ships. The brewing industry 
is much developed, there being 100 breweries in Siberia. Tanning 
has some importance, about half a million skins being treated ; a few 
are exported to Mongolia. There are two large cement works, one in 
the ‘Trans-Baikal, the other in Vladivostock, each producing 100,000 
casks of 375 lbs. annually. 

There are several electric stations, match factories, glass works 
(including one with 400 hands in the Yenesei district), brick yards, 
soap works, oil mills, sweet factories, and steam sausage works ; and 
special mention should be made of a porcelain factory near Irkutsk, 
employing 500 hands, cigarette works at Omsk with 100 hands, a 
cloth factory near Tiumen with 150 hands, and a paper factory in the 
same locality with 300 hands. 

One and a half million tons of coal are mined annually, supplying 
the needs of the railway and partly of Viadivostock. ‘The coal does 
not yield good coke. The coal is mainly obtained at Tomsk, Irkutsk, 
the Trans-Baikal, Vladivostock, and Russian Sakhalin (see pp. 384-5 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 24th August.) 

There are two small copper mining groups, one on the Yenesei, and 
one on the Kirgis steppe. There should be a future for copper 
mining. At Kurgan and Omsk ploughs are being made, and nails 
are made at Irkutsk and Tiumen; at the last-named place also there is 
some manufacture of enamel ware. ‘The workmen as far as Lake 
Baikal are Russian, and east of that point more often Chinese. The 
average wage for unskilled labour may be placed at one rouble (2s. 14d.) 
per diem, but the variations are considerable. 

Much remains to be imported, but the demands are mostly those of 
simple peasantry, requiring chiefly agricultural machinery, sewing 
machines, tools, enamel-ware, glass, lamps, medicines, &c. Except in 
sewing machines one has to count with powerful Russian competition, 
especially in the lower qualities of goods. 

The requirements of the cities are more advanced, but they must 
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not be over-estimated. In Omsk, Tomsk, Irkutsk and Vladivostock, 
all the luxuries of Europe are required, but only to a very limited 
extent. 

In the import trade in sewing machines and agricultural machinery, 
the United States predominates, the chief item in the latter being 
harvesters. In other farm machinery Germany has secured a share. 
Sweden monopolises the supply of milk separators, and is also be- 
coming a competitor in other goods. 

The selection of goods for Siberia is as difficult as it is important. 
Many German goods go vid Moscow and Nijni-Novgorod along with 
Russian manufactures to Siberia. This has its advantage for goods 
required in small quantities, but it has the disadvantage of not 
enabling the manufacturer to get in touch with the Siberian consumer, 
study his requirements, and advertise his own goods. At the same 
time the expenses of direct trading would not be warranted by a small 
turnover, in view of the risks. In most cases it is best to sell through 
well-established Russian houses; but younger agents often do much 
better with sufficient inducements, as the former are apt to do little to 
promote the sale of individual lines. A good plan would be for a 
number of firms of different, but allied, lines to combine and keep 
stock in Siberia, appointing their own agents and travellers. This 
should be preceded by investigations in conjunction with a bank. 
Owing to the high rate of interest in Siberia the establishment of 
their own premises, fire and climate proof warehouses, would in itself 
effect a great saving at small risk. At present direct trading is con- 
fined to such goods as hops for breweries, agricultural machinery, 
sewing machines, electrical installations, material for private 
railways, &c. (C. 6,604.)

any) and of any of the various specified substances,* or of any pre- 
parations, derivatives or salts of such substances, contained in the 
said medicine. 





NORWAY—JAPAN. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of a 
copy of a new Treaty of Commerce and Navigation, 
together with a Customs Convention, between 
Norway and Japan. Both of these Instruments 
took effect on the 17th July. The Treaty is to 
remain in force until the 16th July, 1923, and, if 
not denounced twelve months prior to that date, 
it will continue in operation until one year after denunciation by 
either Contracting Party. It provides for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment as regards export duties, prohibition of importation 
and exportation, and commerce, industry, and navigation generally.

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FRANCE—JAPAN. 


The French “ Journal Officiel ” for the 24th August contains a notifi- 
cation to the effect that a new Convention of Com- 
merce and Navigation between France and Japan 
was signed at Paris on the 19th August. By this 
Japenese Tarilt Convention, France and Japan agree to extend to 
Rates of Duty each other most-favoured-nation treatment as re- 
‘ gards import duties, and the rates of duty con- 
tained in the new Japanese ‘“‘ General ” Tariff are reduced, in respect 
of certain classes of goods, in favour of French products. 

As the new Convention cannot be ratified by the French Chambers 
before December next, the two Governments have agreed to enforce 
the terms of the Convention provisionally from the 1st September, until 
the ratifications are exchanged, but the provisional operation of the 
Convention will not be extended beyond the Ist January, 1912. 

The Japanese Tariff reductions accorded to France are shown in 
the subjoined statement, and, in virtue of the most-favoured-nation 
clauseof the Anglo-Japanese Treaty, they are applicable to merchandise 
of the kinds enumerated, the produce or manufacture of the United 
Kingdom.

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Labelling of Chocolate and Cocoa. 


After consideration of the evidence submitted in regard to the meaning 
of the terms “chocolate” and “cocoa,” the Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection has reached the conclusion that the definitions laid down in the 
“ Standards of Purity for Food Products,” adopted by the Committee on Food 
Standards, Association of Official Agricultural Chemists, and printed in 
Circular No. 19, Office of the Secretary of Agriculture, are substantially 
correct. By these definitions the names “chocolate,” ‘‘plain chocolate,” 
‘‘ bitter chocolate,’’ “chocolate liquor,” and “ bitter chocolate coatings,” are 
applied to the solid or plastic mass obtained by grinding cocoa nibs without 
the removal of fat or other constituents except the germ, containing not 
more than three (3) per cent. of ash insoluble in water, three and fifty 
hundredths (3°50) per cent. of crude fibre, and nine (9) per cent. of starch, 
and not less than forty-five (45) per cent. of cocoa fat. 

“ Sweet chocolate” and “ sweet chocolate coatings” are terms applied to 
chocolate mixed with sugar (sucrose), with or without the addition of cocoa 
butter, spices, or other flavoring materials, and contain in the sugar and fat- 
free residue no higher percentage of either ash, fibre, or starch than is found 
in the sugar and fat-free residue of chocolate. 

Cocoa, and powdered cocoa, are terms applied to cocoa nibs, with or 
without the germ, deprived of a portion of its fat and finely pulverized, and 
contain percentages of ash, crude fibre, and starch corresponding to those in 
chocolate after correction for fat removed. 

Sweet cocoa, and sweetened cocoa, are terms applied to cocoa mixed with 
sugar (sucrose), and contain not more than sixty (60) per cent. of sugar 
(sucrose), and in the sugar and fat-free residue no higher percentage of either 
ash, crude fibre, or starch than is found in the sugar and fat-free residue of 
chocolate. 

Cocoa nibs, and cracked cocoa, are the roasted broken seeds of the cacao 
tree freed from shell or husk. 

Milk chocolate and milk cocoa, in the opinion of the Board, should 
contain not less than 12 per cent. of milk solids, and the so-called nut 
chocolates should contain substantial quantities of nuts. If sugar is added, 
for example, to milk chocolate, it should be labelled “sweet milk chocolate,” 
** sweet nut chocolate,” etc. 

When cocoa is treated with an alkali or an alkaline salt, as in the so- 
called Dutch process, and the finished cocoa contains increased mineral 
matter as the result of this treatment, but no alkali as such is present, the 
label should bear a statement to the effect that the cocoa contains added 
mineral ingredients, stating the amount. Cocoas and chocolates containing 
an appreciable amount of free alkali are adulterated. In the opinion of the 
Board, cocoa not treated with alkali is not soluble in the ordinary acceptance 
of the term. Cocoa before and after treatment with alkali shows essentially 
the same lack of solubility. To designate the alkali-treated cocoa as 
‘*soluble”’ cocoa is misleading and deceptive.

RUSSIA (POLAND). 

With reference to the notice on p. 570 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 16th March last relative to railway extension in Poland, 
the following information on the subject is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) on the trade of Poland and 
Grodno in 1910, which will shortly be issued. :— 


During 1910 the crop of railway schemes has been more than usually 
Railway abundant, as a rumour was spread that the Govern- | 
Sedecuiien ment would abandon its former policy prohibiting 
railway construction on the left bank of the Vistula. 

In respect of the projected Zdunska-Wola-Czenstochowa scheme, 
no concession has yet been made, though permission has been obtained 
by three groups of promoters to make the necessary surveys and 
plans. It is impossible to say if or to whom the concession will be 
granted. 

Of the other projects talked of during the year, it is probable that 
the Warsaw-Vienna Railway Company will be allowed to extend its 
system by a line between Warsaw and Radom. 

A line between Plock and Mlawa is also considered likely to be 
built. 

The concession for the construction of the Lublin-Zamosc line, 
which has been talked of for 12 years, lapsed in 1910, and permission 
has been applied for to build an alternative line from Ostrowiec to 
Sandomierz on the Austro-Hungarian frontier, and from thence vid 
Lublin and Hrubieszow to Vladimir in the government of Volhynia, 
with a branch from Hrubieszow to Zamosc. 

The more important of the other projects are the extension of the 
Herby-Czenstochowa-Kielce line to Sandomierz on the Austro-Hun- 
garian frontier; a new line from Lodz to Kutno, Plock, Okalewo 
and Karfu on the German frontier; a line from Lowicz to Slupcy 
on the German frontier vid Kutno-Kolo and Konin; and one joining 
the following towns in the government of Kielce, viz., Olkusz, 
Slomniki, Proszowice, Busk and Kielce. 





ITALY: 


The British Acting-Consul at Naples (Mr. A. Napier) reports that

of 10th August. It is expected that tenders, which are open only to 
Italian shipping companies, will be received in Rome about the 
middle of September. The contract for carrying the 700,000 tons 
referred to will be divided into the following three lots :-— 

(1) For the provision of a sufficient fleet of steamers, including 
two new ones, for the conveyance of 200,000 tons annually. 

(2) For the provision of steamers, including three new ones, 
for the conveyance of 250,000 tons annually. 

(3) For the same as lot (2), namely, for the provision of 
steamers, including three new ones, for the conveyance 
of 250,000 tons annually. 

Freight will be paid in each case at the rate of 8.50 lire per 
metric ton (7s. 11d. per ton of 2,240 lbs.), and in addition an annual 
subsidy of £3,000 will be granted to the company undertaking 
service (1), and one of £4,500 for each of the services (2) and (38). 

The conditions under which the new steamers may be built outside 
Italy are shown in the notice in the “Journal” of 10th August 
(p. 287). (20,072.) 


The British Acting Consul at Naples also reports that, in 
Discharge of view of the fact that the imports of grain into 
Grain at Naples Naples are likely to be 30 to 50 per cent. less this 
‘year than last, and the system of grain ships 
having to await their turn to discharge having proved a failure and 
merely a source of speculation to freighters, the Minister of Marine 
has decided to abolish the system of discharging by turn at Naples. 
The local harbour-master is taking steps to obtain better accom- 
modation for grain ships, and has applied to the ‘* Associazione 
Granaria ” for their support in the matter. 

The “ Societa Meridionale dei Magazzini Generali” has some new 
discharging machines in course of construction, and by means of 
these it was hoped to increase the daily discharge of grain by some 
1,500 tons. ‘These machines were to be ready by the end of October, 
but the work has now been stopped on the application of an 
individual, who claims to have obtained the sole right to erect 
grain discharging machines on the Molo Angioino. It appears that 
the latter cannot possibly carry out his contract for three years.

Congo. The object of his visit was to inspect the railway with a 
view to increasing the transport facilities, which have been recognized 
as inadequate to cope with the increased traffic. Colonel Thys spoke 
about doubling the present track, and even increasing the gauge to 
one metre to admit of greater speed. At present the journey occupies 
two days, but it is proposed to reduce it to one. New rolling stock 
will be needed in any case—a circumstance that seems to favour the 
scheme for widening the track. The enterprise will entail a 
considerable expenditure of capital ; but this, it is considered, is more 
than justified by the fact that the railway is the only connecting link 
between the Lower Congo and the vast upper regions. The most 
vital interests of the country are consequently centred on the railway. 

Liquid fuel is to be adopted in lieu of briquettes and coal, which in 
themselves are a heavy item of transport. A company has been formed 
for the supply of liquid fuel for consumption both on the railways and 
steamers on the Upper rivers, and work is to be commenced at once 
(see “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 22nd June last, p. 629). 

Generally speaking, railway enterprise in the Congo, which has 
hitherto been of a dilatory and unprogressive character, is now 
receiving fresh impetus. ‘This advance is more particularly marked 
by the lines destined to form the connecting link.between the 
territories watered by the Congo and the inland mineral fields of the 
Katanga. The mileage of railways open to traffic is as follows :—

The Kasai-Sankuru river has recently been surveyed by an official, 
who has made the important discovery that the waterway can be 
rendered navigable for the greater part of its course; and hopes are 
entertained that it may become possible for river steamers to reach 
Lusambo and even Pania Mutombo, which almost touches the north- 
eastern boundary of the Katanga district. The river might thus be 
made to serve as a direct and cheap medium of communication with 
the rich mineral fields of that district, at present so difficult of access. 
It is sought to reach the mining district from the West African 
coast by the main Congo river via Stanleyville, a route that has 
necessitated a substantial outlay of capital in the construction of two 
lines of railway to circumvent the unnavigable portions of the river. 

The Government likewise appear to have pledged themselves to 
build two new sections of railway, one from Elizabethville to Bakuma, 
a distance of 310 miles (see “Board of Trade Journal” of 16th 
February, p. 343), and the other from Kambove to Lake Dilolo (435 
miles), but the necessary capital has not yet been subscribed.

The tax is to be two gold pesos, 
or say 3s., for each registered ton measurement of the vessel, 
payable once only every twelve months, and collected at the first port 
at which the coasting trade begins.

CHINA (MANCHURIA). 


The Commissioner of Customs at Newchwang states, in his report for 
1910, that during that year considerable progress 
was made in working out a scheme for the im- 
provement of the Ligo river, which is of vital 
importance to the continued prosperity of the place (see “‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 8th April, 1909, p. 83). There is now a very good 
chance of the scheme going through, and the present year will 
probably see the establishment of the Liao River Conservancy Board 
and the inauguration of the works. The Liao river improvements 
proposed embrace the deepening of the Outer Bar by 5 ft. in a 
channel 200 ft. wide (this will give a depth of from 22 to 28 ft. at 
high-water mark), the closing of the West Junk Passage, the 
dredging of the river in certain places, and the strengthening of the 
narrow strip of land between Duck Island and the harbour in the 
vicinity of the Chinese railway station. A careful survey has 
already been made by the engineer in chief te the Manchurian 
Government, and he estimates that the total cost will be 
slightly under 600,000 dollars. The improvement of the upper 
reaches of the Liao river will be taken in hand at the same time, and 
for this purpose a grant of 200,000 dollars has been sanctioned by 
the Imperial Chinese Government. The entire scheme for the im- 
provement of the river will be under the direction of the engineer-in- 
chief, who is an experienced English engineer,

Such corrosion could only, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners, have been brought about either by the presence, entirely 
unexplained, of some acid which would destroy steel, or by some 
galvanic action being set up locally. As regards the latter theory, 
proper steps had been taken by the owners by inserting zinc slabs to 


guard against galvanic action. No one was found to blame.

6d. per lb., but as the mining is done in 

a desultory and primitive manner the cost could probably be greatly 

reduced by using modern machinery and up-to-date methods, There 

are three mines now in operation, each employing about 30 workers, 
who, however, are mostly farmers devoting their spare time to gathering 
the asbestos, which lies near the surface, by means of hammers and 
chisels. Most of the asbestos mined has been shipped to northern 
Manchuria; none has, as yet, been sent directly to foreign countries.

In 1898 the Russian Government promulgated a Jaw for the establish- 
ment of agricultural societies, and, taking advantage 
of the opportunity thus offered, societies were 
formed in each of the 10 governments of Poland. 
At the commencement of 1910 there were some 20 of these societies, 


with a membership of 2,497 and a capital of £55,000. This capital

is the accumulation of the members’ subscriptions—in most cases 
£10 10s.—to which sum the liability of each member is limited. The 
area worked by each society varies from a government to a district, 
except in the case of the Warsaw society, which operates in all 10 
governments and which has increased its members’ subscriptions and 
liability to £105 each. 

The object of these societies is to purchase for and sell to farmers. 
and peasants agricultural machinery, manures and other requisites. 
To facilitate these transactions the societies formed a co-operative 
association, Kooperatywa Towarzystw Rolniczych (Co-operative Agri- 
cultural Society), with headquarters at No. 3, Okolnik Street, Warsaw, 
through which all purchases are made, and to which all tenders and 
enquiries should be addressed. All purchases by the association are 
made on credit, and good business connections have already been 
established with foreign countries. There are branches of this co- 
operative association at Wloclawek, Kutno, Pultusk, Lipno, Sochaczew 
and Grodzisk. 

The capital, turnover, and profits of the various agricultural societies 
of Poland and Grodno, as extracted from their balance sheets for

MEXICO. 


According to a report by the German Consul in Mexico, quoted in 
the ‘Nachrichten fiir Handel und Industrie” 
(Berlin) of 24th August, the coffee crop of Mexico 
for 1910-11 amounted to 439,887 Spanish quintals 
(about 20,240 metric tons); the yield in 1909-10 was 22,609 metric 
tons. The 1910-11 crop was satisfactory neither in quantity nor 
quality. In Veracruz, where over 40 per cent. of the crop was 
produced this year, the plants in the higher-lying districts have 
suffered so much from frost in the past two years as not to give a full 
yield this season. In the lower districts a certain improvement was 
noticeable.

N OP rosy Seasien and Industrial Gazette” (St. Petersburg), respect- 
Seatier ing the trade between Russia and Persia vid the 
Trans-Caspian Province for the second half of the 


year 1910 :— 

Imports into Russia from Persia destined for home consumption 
showed a value of 3,937,688 roubles (about £416,000) for the latter 
half of the year 1910, an increase, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1909, of 221,214 roubles (about £23,000). Russian exports 
to Persia were valued at 4,520,800 -roubles (about £477,000), a 
decrease of 461,924 roubles (about £49,000). The increase in imports 
from Persia is attributed t6 the gradual improvement in the conditions 
of the agricultural industry in that country, and also to the ‘ tem- 
porary comparative tranquillity ” which prevailed there. 

Goods enjoying exemption of customs and excise duties constitute 
in value about 80 per cent. of the total export trade of Russia to Persia. 
The value of such goods exported in January—June, 1910, was 
3,093,138 roubles (about £380,000), a decrease of 868,376 roubles 
(about £92,000) as compared with the second half of the year 1909. 
The main causes of the decrease are declared by the Customs authori- 
ties to be the slowness of delivery of goods by the railway and 
Caspian sea route, and the extremely unsatisfactory state of the road 
between Askabad and M eshed, along which goods are sent repacked 
on camels. 

Manufactured goods were exported to Persia in the second half of 
1910 to the value of 2,279,673 roubles (about £241,000), sugar to 
the value of 919,000 roubles (about £97,000), matches to the value 
of 91,763 roubles (about £9,700). 

As regards ‘“ non-privileged ” goods—chiefly husked rice, cooking 
salt, building material, and cast and wrought iron ware—the volume 
of trade into Northern Persia is insignificant, amounting in all in the 
second half of 1910 to 927,662 roubles (about £98,000), which, how- 
ever, represents an increase over the similar period of 1909 of 406,452 
roubles (about £43,000). (C. 7,036.)

A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered , 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,180 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time.
